’ASHINGTON, March 21.—The American people, 
' * 
from one end of the continent to the other, 
are today discussing the prospect* of a European 
war and possible American participation therein. 
Recognition of the foregoing outline of national 
psychology was the basic reason for the exposition 
of national policy by the secretary of state, Cordell 
Hull. But his address will not end the discussion. It 
Is important, therefore, to observe the lines of clear, 
age which may shortly be expected to appear inside 
of America. 


Primarily, the members of congress and govern­ 
ment officials believe that the people of the United 
Statea ar# overwhelmingly against any participation 
in a European conflict. But while this bae been and 
still is a true statement, events in Europe this week 
and those about to materialize may greatly modify 
the situation in America. 
In tother words, the issue of democracy versus 
dictatorship is being crystallized so rapidly that it 
may provoke, so far as the United States is concern­ 
ed, the same fundamental issue of self preservation 
as against autocracy which caused America to aet 
in 1917 alongside of Britain and France. 
There are, of course, people who are usually class­ 
ed as “ pacifists’’ and who would not favor American 
participation In any war even for self defense. These 
folks are often referred to as "peace-at-any-price’’ 
advocates. Their number is doubtless very large, but 
on the other hand, there are many elements in our 
population who would favor a war of self defense 
lf America was not involved in a strictly European 
quarrel, too.

Libya To Further Assist

Informed persons said the accord 
would provide for British support 
of recognition for Premier Musso­ 
lini a Ethiopian conquest through 
the League of Nations aud with­ 
drawal of all Italian combatants 
from th© Spanish civil war through 
the 27-nation non-intervention com­ 
mittee.

Italy expected the accord to open 
the way for long term loan# from 
British private capital for develop­ 
ment of ll Duce’* empire. 
Informed source* said the final 
serious hurdle involved the Bale­ 
aric Islands, in the Mediterranean 
oil Spain. 
The largest, Mallorca. 
is an air and nav.U bas* for the 
Spanish insurgents. 
It wa* said Italy had agreed to 
withdraw her soldier* 
from

Balearic's, but insisted on a pro­ 
vision for reentering lf her interests 
were threatened. 
Britain, probably 
because of French pressure. iesiat- 
ed on an agreement for absolute 
withdrawal and It was understood 
Italy finally yielded.

somebody else later. 
The tragedy of it is that Ger­ 
man leader's program and methods 
ar© replacing the Inquities of the 
tragedy with something far more 
dangerous. He is building the great­ 
est war machine ever undertaken 
and 
creating 
bitter 
hatred* 
to 
make it run. 
Birth Of New World Seen 
It is doubtful if the real mean­ 
ing 
of th© “ peace" treaty 
was 
recognized 
by 
a 
single 
person 
among either the prideful signers 
or the cheering thousands who 
crowded th* sunlit garden* of the 
pelace of Versailles on that. June 
day of 1919. 
Th* rejoicing spectators thought 
they were attending the birth of 
a new world—a utopia. Actually 
they 
were 
standing 
by 
at 
the 
whelping of perhaps mure anguish 
than man had ever known before. 
(The United States senate did not 
ratify this treaty. I 
I saw th* members of the Ger­ 
man delegation leaving the palace 
after the aigning. their faces white 
aa chalk, their eyes bolding that 
tragic look men have as they turn 
from the casket of a loved one, as 
Indeed they had, for the Father­ 
land as they had known It was 
dead. 
All the wisemen of the allies 
states met in Paris to frame th© 
peace pacts. 


Germany was all but smashed.

out, all of her overseas 
possessions and 13 percent of her 
European* domain 
w e r e 
taken 
away, eh# was stripped of invalu 
abl# natural resources and saddled 
with an Indemnity. 
Remade Face Of Europe 
The wisemen then remade the 
face of Europe, thereby creating 
dangerous situation!. 
Hindsight is of course generally 
better than foresight. Also it la 
only fair to make allowance for 
the natural bittern#** of th# allies. 
Der 
Fuehrer’s 
annexation 
of 
Austria has altered on# of the 
grievous situations created by th# 
peace 
treaties. 
Austria 
was cut 
off from Hungary and her Indus­ 
trial area of Bohemia wa* taken 
away and incorporated in Czech­ 
oslovakia. 
The world 1s now waiting to se© 
what Hitler intends to do about 
Czechpslovakia, a warJiahv built 
out of fragments of vanquished na­ 
tions. 
The 
Nazi 
chieftain reportedly 
intends to dismember th© country 
and return the various sections to 
the nations from which they were 
taken. This w-ould mean that Bo­ 
hemia would follow Austria into 
Germany.

Undulant Fever

ALTA FEVER is so called be­ 
cause it was first encountered 
m the island of Malta. It was be­ 
lieved, too, that the disease was 
confined to the Mediterranean area 
and tor this reason was often re­ 
ferred to as Mediterranean fever. 
Sometimes it is called Gibraltar 
fever. Rock fever, Neapolitan fever, 
Cypress fever or Bruceallias’. 
As a matter of fact, the disease 
Is seen In other sections of the 
world, notably in North America, 
Asia and Europe. In this country 
it is more frequently known as 
undulant fever. 
No matter what name is used for 
It. the disease is caused by a germ 
known as the “microcoecug meli- 
tenais." 
By most authorities, too, 
it is believed this germ is identical 
with the “bacillus abortus." At 
first the germ was believed to be 
present only in the milk of infected 
animala. 
But later it was discov­ 
ered that the germs are to be found 
in the flesh of diseased cattle. 


Undulant fever is transmitted to 
humaus by the consumption of con­ 
taminated milk, butter and cheese. 
It is 
also contracted 
by those 
slaughterhouse workers, butchers 
and others who handle infected 
meat. 
It is probable it gains en­ 
trance through the skin by direct 
contact, or the infection may result 
from the eating of food contamiu- 
ated by unclean hands. 
Signs Of Disease 
Chill and sudden elevation of 
temperature are the first signs of 
the disease. The fever may reach 
103 degrees or even 105 dgrecs. 
The temperature is high in the eve- 
; ning and usually returns to normal 
' in the morning. With the evening 
■ fever there are chills and sweating, 
I and gradually an increase in weak­ 
ness. 
It is a strange disease because 
the victim may feel terribly sick in 
the evening and appear to be in 
normal health the next morning. 
But the unpleasant symptoms re­ 
turn as the hours pass. After about 
IO days, however, the morning tem­ 
perature will be found elevated. In 
severe cases there will be extreme 
restlssncss. inability to sleep and 
possibly delirium. 
The victim complains of groat 
pain in the muscles and joints. 
There is always the possibility of 
serious complications. 
As a general rule, 50 percent of 
the cases recover in eight or IO 
weeks. 
Others go on for several 
months, or even longer. 
Of course, these patients are best 
cared for in a hospital equipped for 
the treatment of such disorders. 
But with improved hygienic atten­ 
tion the disease is under control 


and rarely met. 
Safety has been 
accomplished by enforcing certain 
simple rules aud regulations. 
Cattle are periodically inspected 
for signs of the disease. 
If found 
to be present, precautions are tak­ 
en to guard against spread of the 
infection.

Care To Guard Against 


‘Book Depreciation’ 


It i* an accepted fact that the 
horn* which is sound in architectu­ 
ral lines, plan, materials and con­ 
struction can be kept perpetually 
new. 
True. It will require some 
care, some repair work and ocoa 
sional painting, but tbeee will be 
negligible and moderate in cost if 
attended to in time. 
Homes should be given this at- 
tention because they afford us ade 
quate shelter, one of man's three 
i primary needs. 
In meeting 
this 
need, homes can be made to en­ 
dure, without fear that they will 
become obsolete. 
Unlike the lofty skyscraper whose 
span of life is less than that, of 
a human being, the home's term 
of usefulness may be endless. 
It 
need not yield to the ravages of 
time, or usage, or the elements. 
Little repairs soon grow into big 
ones. The loose shingle that need­ 
ed the driving of two nails is blown 
away. 
The subsequent hole in the 
roof allows rain to enter—a 120 or 
ISO job of replacing fallen plaster 
and redecorating is a result. 
Very often even minor repairs 
can be forestalled by proper care. 
For example, the floor which re- 
ctives a timely coating of wax has 
Its finish and the wood. itself, pro­ 
tected against wear. 
The cheapest method of keeping 
a house new can be summed up as 
follows: 
I. Give regular or needed care

before repairs or replacements 
become necessary. 
2. 
Have your home inspected 
twice a year—in spring and fall 
See that necessary repairs are 
made promptly. 
3. 
Major changes or "modern­ 
izations” should be made as the 
needs of the family or the times 
require.

Develop the plot or home­ 
site over a period of years follow- 
ing a preconceived plan, thus add­ 
ing to the actual value of the 
property and offsetting "book de­ 
preciation” of the structure."

N. Y., despite the 
fact that a black radiator will radi­ 
ate more heat thao a red one.

bright, white radiator radiates the 
b ast. about 25 percent slower than 
black. 
"If a radiator is painted so that 
it emits heat more rapidly. It will 
cool off that much more rapidly. 
unless additional beat is continu­ 
ally supplied,-’ the statement says 
"In other words. If the furnace 
supplies • ceitam amount of beat, 
the old radiator might take an hour 
to emit it into the room, and the 
new' radiator only three quarters of 
an bour. The amount of coal burn­ 
ed would be precisely the same. 
"Take another example. Suppose 
the old radiator has been unable to 
heat the room properly, lf the new 
radiator is able to emit the extra 
heat required, it will make extra 
demands on the furnace, which will 
have to burn more coal.”
